- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: During interview attorney argued that the reference is dealing with 
datagrams for half open connection, whereas the invention is just limiting datagrams it has no concern for the 
connection status. The Office disagrees with argument for multiple reasons. One)the invention is directed to 
"connectionless datagrams" as stated in the claims. Two^he applicant previously argued in Appeal Brief filed 
20 October 2004, on page 15, that the reference Wesinger, Jr. et al US Patent No. 6,052,788 (hereinafter 788) is 
concerned with the number of direct connections to the server, and does not teach limiting connectionless datagrams. 
After a more through analysis of all the arguments presented it is recommended that the applicant amend the claims to 
more clearly state a method to limit the number of datagrams sent to a network server, wherein the types of datagrams 
sent can be from both an established connection and a connectionless request, the invention limits the number of 
datagrams sent to the server regardless of connection type, provided support for this amendment is in the original 
application. In addition applicant is requested to provide support for the amendment in the original specification with a 
page and paragraph numbers. The wording in the amended claims needs to be sufficient in order to overcome all of 
the previous references applied and their combination. 
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
